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Post-War Industrial Development—Thirteenth Article 





EXPANSION IN SOUTHERN REGION PRESENTS A 
VARIED PICTURE 


Below ts the second part of an article on post-war development in the Southern Region. It deals, among other subjects, with 
the New Town at Bracknell, progress in car body pressings, and facilities at the Port of Southampton. The first part 


appeared in last week's Board of Trade Journal. 


Earlier articles in the series on Post-War Industrial Development 


appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on December 1, 8, 15 and 29, 1951 ; May 31, Fune 7 and 14, November 29, 
December 13 and 27, 1952, and January 3, 1953.

HE POLICY on location of industry in the Southern Region 

has been to encourage new development in areas most in need 

of new industry and to restrict in the congested areas. This is, 
of course, a flexible policy, and there has, in fact, been a considerable 
amount of industrial expansion in the Region. 

In most cases, shortage of houses and of labour of the right type 
has had to be faced and dealt with. 

At Witney, where S. Smith & Sons (England) Ltd., motor 
accessory manufacturers, purchased a ready-made factory, a difficult 
labour and housing situation prevailed. The firm formed a housing 
association in conjunction with the local authority to overcome the 
accommodation problem. 

At Aylesbury there is also an acute labour shortage and industrial 
newcomers have had to face this problem, together with the housing 
shortage. A factory of 54,000 sq. ft., built by Murad Developments 
Ltd., is now occupied by Negretti & Zambra, British Bronson Ltd. 
Murad Developments and Technaloy Ltd. 

An area agreed as suitable for expansion and for the re-housing 
of Londoners is Bletchley. Here the population of the urban district 
has risen by over 50 per cent. within the last 20 years. There has 


been a steady flow of immigrants into the town, mainly inspired, 
apparently, by the rapid progress in local house building. Between 
April 1945 and December 1950, 637 permanent houses were com- 
pleted in Bletchley. This is equivalent to 63 per thousand of popula- 
tion compared with 17 per thousand for the country as a whole. It 
has been estimated that the population of the town will have reached 
nearly 20,000 by 1971, compared with the 1951 Census figure of 
10,916. Bletchley town and surrounding area are dependent, to a 
large degree, on brick manufacture, which occupies between a quarter 
and a third of the insured population. Twelve per cent. are employed 
in railway service and nine per cent. in agriculture. There are a 
number of other small manufacturing units, brush manufacture and 
magneto production being among the most prominent. 


Bracknell New Town 


More industrial capacity has been added to the region by the 
progress made in building the Bracknell New Town, which covers an 
area of 1,860 acres. Originally it was intended that the New Town 
should occupy an area of 2,630 acres round Bracknell, with an ulti- 
mate population of 25,000 persons. Following a public inquiry and

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some objections, the area finally designated in July 1949 was 1,860 acres. 
The Minister of Town and Country Planning at that time made it 
clear that 1,860 acres was not enough for the needs of a population of 
25,000 and that at a later date some of the land excluded from 
designation might el to be re-included. 


Of the 25,000 proposed population it was estimated that about 6,000 
would need employment in manufacturing industry and 95 acres of 
net building iand was allocated for the use of industry in the two areas, 
Eastern and Western. The Development Corporation were aware 
that 95 acres would not be sufficient for industry and representations 
for the use of a further 42 acres of net building land, bringing the total 
net area for industry to 137 acres, have since been made to the Minister. 


The Eastern Industrial Area is already under development and the 
first company to begin production in the New Town is the Fluidrive 
Engineering Co. Ltd., who are building their factory in three stages, 
the first stage of which (60,000 sq. ft.) is now complete ; 84 of the 
firm’s employees have already been housed in the New Town and the 
factory when completed is expected to provide employment for 
approximately 400. The second factory in the Eastern Industrial

Area is under construction on a five acre site and will provide employ- 
ment for about 300 people. 

The Western Industrial Area is now being prepared, a portion of the 
main spine road has recently reached completion, and the first two 
factories are due to begin building shortly. One of these will house 
a firm from Battersea and is expected ultimately to provide employ- 
ment for 250 people. 

The Development Corporation have a proposal to build at New 
‘Town standard factories of about 5,000 sq. ft. in blocks of four, with 
all services, including heating, and with frontages of 160 ft. and a 
depth of 120 ft. This proposal, however, is conditioned by the 
suitability of the occupier and the part his production will play in the 
national economy. 


Progress in Car Pressings 


And now let us turn to the important pressed steel and motor 
industries. From a total of 546 employees in the year 1926, when the 
Pressed Steel Company was established at Cowley, Oxford, this firm 
has become one of the biggest private employers of labour in the 
Southern Region with more than 9,000 operatives at Cowley alone. 
Recruitment of such a large labour force has made necessary the 
organization of special transport arrangements and nearly 50 special 
buses and coaches are used each day to move the works personnel. 
Manufacturing floor space at Cowley has increased from half-a-million 
square feet in 1926 to an area of more than two million square feet 
to-day. 

Location of industry policy has not favoured further expansion in 
the Oxford area, and other manufacturing facilities have been found 
by the firm in an existing factory at Theale, near Reading, and at 
Linwood, Glasgow. At Theale about 600 operatives are engaged in 
the assembly of refrigerator units prior to main assembly at the parent 
plant at Cowley. Production at Linwood is concerned with steel 
railway wagons for home and overseas use and component parts for 
agricultural machinery, some car panels and churn immersion milk 
coolers. Siting of this type of production in the Glasgow area has 
been highly suitable in view of the availability of similar heavy 
industry in the neighbourhood. 

At Cowley car bodies are now produced at the rate of 1,100 per day, 
against a pre-war rate of 700 daily. Originally planned in 1926 to 
accommodate the neighbouring Morris Motors body requirements, 
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A battery of medium-type presses at the Pressed Steel Co. Ltd., Cowley, is used for the manufacture of car panels 


Pressed Steel is now producing bodies for many of the well-known 
motor car manufacturers of the United Kingdom, and so participating 
in the motor industry’s outstanding post-war export achievements. 


In refrigeration also, the company has reached the markets of the 
world with all types of refrigeration equipment. Approximately 
80 per cent. of this equipment is exported. The company’s refrigera- 
tion has also been used in the manufacture of penicillin and at the 
Aberystwyth Plant Breeding Station. 

The recent recession in some Commonwealth markets caused by 
import restrictions has caused some intensive study of other possible 
markets which have been found in Sweden, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Italy. 

Side by side with the Pressed Steel works at Cowley, the Nuffield 
Organization, in common with the motor car industry as a whole, has 
intensified its interest in the after-war years in overseas markets. 
How successfully this has been achieved can be measured by com- 
parison of pre-war export figures by the organization of 450 vehicles a 
week with the figure for 1950 of 105,872 vehicles exported. ‘These 
figures give little indication of the problems behind such a tremendous 
export effort where programmes for shipment have to be adjusted 
according to season and the individual requirements of a particular 
market. 

Another firm in the Oxford area which has found success in overseas 
markets is John Allen & Sons (Oxford) Ltd. The company sends 
earth-moving equipment and motor-scythes to many of the world’s 
markets, although little of the firm’s production was exported before 
the last war. Other Oxford exports which have found more business 
abroad since the war are marmalade, books and sports goods. The 
area has had relatively few unemployment problems in the post-war 
period. 

More than 10,000 persons are employed in the category “‘ other 
manufacturing industries” in the region, a classification which 
includes many crafts and trades which are little considered in the 
broad industrial sense. At Newport Pagnell, in North Buckingham- 
shire, the Cowley Parchment Works, a firm employing 30 men, 
produces parchment for North America and in particular for the 
authorities of United States universities whose graduates are presented 


at the degree ceremonies with diplomas on parchment made in 
Newport Pagnell. ‘The firm is one of four in the United Kingdom 
producing parchment and in 1950 was selling almost all its output in 
North America. 


Passenger Traffic at Southampton 


Shipping from the port of Southampton has carried the trade of 
England for centuries. This great and thriving industry has made 
Southampton and its surrounding territory a flourishing area, The 
modern docks stand high in the list of Britain’s cargo-handling ports, 
but Southampton is especially famous for its ocean passenger traffic. 
In 1949 fifty-two per cent. of the ocean passenger traffic between the 
United Kingdom and the Non-European countries was handled at 
Southampton, together with eighty per cent. of the passengers between 
this country and the United States. 

The story of Southampton’s importance in shipping the Allied 
forces in the Second World War has been told by Mr. Bernard 
Knowles in ‘ Southampton—The English Gateway” and full 
emphasis has been given by the author to the value to the nation of the 
port facilities and the capacity for handling both goods and cargo. 
These assets have been increased since the war by the construction 
of the Ocean Terminal Building, which it is claimed is without equal 
in the world for the reception of ocean-going passengers, and the 
addition of further mechanical cargo handling appliances enabling 
great liners to arrive one afternoon and turn round and leave again on 
the following morning. 


Opened in July 1950, the Terminal Building has made the business 
of arrival by sea into England a pleasant occasion. While baggage is 
landed for examination in the Customs Halls, passengers may have 
every possible facility for meeting friends, making banking arrange- 
ments, sending flowers, having a meal, writing letters and so on. 
After baggage clearance an escalator takes the passenger down to the 
rail platform and the boat train. If the passenger is travelling by road, 
public address equipment will call up his car from a nearby car park. 

Telescopic gangways provide a link between ship and shore. Six 
gangways arranged in three pairs can operate at once. Each is 
attached to a rotating turret and the gangway can be elevated or

depressed to correspond with the level of the ship’s door. The 
provision of these gangways has a Southern Region link, for they were 
made by S.M.D. Ltd., at Slough, a company specializing in aluminium 
structural developments. 

Southampton’s good geographical location is further enhanced by 
the advantages of double tides, The level of high water remains 
almost constant for two hours after the tide has finished flowing, and a 
moderate tidal range makes closed docks unnecessary. 


An improvement in dealing with dock labour has been effected at 
Southampton by the opening in 1952 of the new National Dock 
Labour Board building in Lower Canal Walk, a point convenient to 
all concerned with the allocation of dock labour. Previously, 
Southampton dockers were called on at three different sites, while 
administrative offices for this work were at yet another address. Now 
all have been centralized under one roof in the new building. 

The dockers assemble in the main hall, or Call Stand, as many as a 
thousand at a time, at 7.45 for the morning “ call ”’ and again at 12.45 
for the afternoon “ call.”’ After being allocated by the Port Labour 
Officers they check out at two adjacent points at the end of the hall, 
one for the New Docks and one for Old Docks. Pay arrangements are 
handled in the building and rest room facilities are available for men 
not allocated at the first call. Southampton is first to have this type 
of building, which will be a prototype for other ports. 

Much of the change in Southern Region industry has come through 
the taking over by newcomers of premises formerly occupied in war 





production. At Swaythling, Southampton, Briggs Motor Bodies Ltd. 
have gone into part of the works of Cunliffe Owen Aircraft, for the 
pressing of motor car bodies and have found employment for more 
than 1,700 workers. 


Boat Building 


There are about 50 ship and boat builders in the coastal area of the 
Region. At Lymington, Mr. Ian Carr, the representative of a group 
of boatbuilding firms has shown considerable enterprise and initiative 
in exploring the possibilities of the North American markets for both 
pleasure and commercial vessels of the smaller types. Early this year, 
following some market research investigation and advertising in 
American periodicals, a visit was made to the yachting centres of the 
Eastern and Western United States and to the Great Lakes, where it 
was learned that many opportunities were available for British-built 
craft and for our boat builders generally. Arrangements have been 
made for British boat builders in this category to be represented 
throughout the United States. In the meantime the Lymington 
Slipway company have orders in hand for boats to cost 62,000 dollars 
and have enquiries for more. The principal of the Lymington firm 
states that British standards of craftsmanship incorporating American 
designs will produce a better boat at a lower price than those prevailing 
in the United States. 


Further down the coast at Weymouth, the boat building firm of 
W. & J. Tod Ltd. have been applying fibreglass construction to a

variety of products where lightness, strength and durability are 
essentials. One of the first products has been a 12 ft. dinghy which 
weighs only 170 lbs. and the firm is developing larger craft. The 
material is also being used for piping. A 25 ft. length of 10 inch bore 
watermain, complete with flanges, can be carried by one man. 


Industrial expansion has also taken place at Basingstoke, where two 
new firms, Van Moppes & Sons Ltd., producers of industrial diamonds 
and Lansing Bagnall Ltd., mechanical handling equipment makers, 
have been established. Basingstoke has for some years been short of 
labour, and efforts to meet the position have been met to some extent 
by the provision of new houses for the firms’ key workers. 


The principal employers in the town, John I. Thornycroft & Co. 
Ltd., makers of commercial vehicles since 1898, in common with other 
firms in the district, have experienced a shortage of skilled labour. 
Since the war they have devoted considerable attention to the con- 
servation of labour. Steps taken have included the training of 
labourers and up-grading them to semi-skilled work. In this way, 
and with the introduction of mechanical aids on the production lines, 
output has been maintained at the war-time level with a smaller labour 
force. ‘This company has always sponsored employee activities in the 
form of sports and social events and amateur dramatics, the sporting 
interest covering most games from table tennis to archery. 


In the field of the company’s products, a post-war achievement 
which is outstanding is the design and production of a new type of 
vehicle, the ‘‘ Mighty Antar.”” This vehicle was designed primarily 
as a tractor for machinery and oil-pipe carrying attachments, and under 
normal operating conditions these articulated outfits provide a gross 
laden running weight of up to 100 tons. The first batch to be pro- 
duced were made to a special request for shipment to the Middle East 
for the Iraq Petroleum Company, where they were used for the trans- 
port of 560 miles of pipe in a pipe-laying operation from Kirkuk to the 
port of Banias on the Eastern Mediterranean coast. The steel pipes 
handled each weighed 6} tons, with a diameter of 30 inches and a 
length of 93 feet. ‘This production is typical of the company’s story 
of supplying special transport equipment for world projects overseas. 
Present export of vehicles runs at more than 55 per cent. of total 


production, while in pre-war days more than 40 per cent. of output 
was exported. 

An important Southern Region industry is centred in the Wareham 
district of Dorset, where ball clay for the potteries is extracted by open 
cast and mining methods. This clay has exceptional qualities of 
plasticity and toughness which make it a valuable ingredient for the 
production of fine pottery and table ware. During the war the laboyr 
force of the industry was to a great extent dispersed and the firnts 
concerned have had some difficulty in regaining the right type of 
labour. Conditions in the workings have improved since the war and 
in both methods a considerable amount of mechanization has taken 
place, including the introduction of compressed-air driven spades and 
mechanical excavators, dumpers, scrapers and bulldozers on the open 
cast sites. Pike Bros. (Wareham) Ltd. is the largest firm in the local 
industry and the Wareham Ball Clay Co. have recently had a record 
year in dollar exports 


At the end of the war the home pottery industry found itself shore 
of supplies of ball clay and export control was introduced. The 
industry has, however, built up a useful export business more recently 
and in 1951 total exports of ball clay amounted to 67,952 tons from 
the three producing areas in Dorset, North Devon and South Devon, 
of which the Dorset share is approximately 25 per cent. Exports for 
the first six months of 1952 were 69,705 tons, with a value of £246,132; 
including 11,647 tons shipped to the United States. 


A pottery industry was established on the East Quay at Poole about 
100 years ago, and certainly owed its site to the proximity of the 
neighbouring ball clay workings at Wareham. Its products have 
become widely known outside the Southern Region, and at Poole 
Industrial Exhibition in 1948, Carter, Stabler & Adams Ltd. stated 
that pottery bearing the coat of arms of the Borough of Poole was being 
exported to 17 countries. ‘The Carter business specializes in decora- 
tive glazed and floor tiles, which have also been widely exported. In 
1946 plans were made for the complete re-building of the East Quay 
works and the main part of this work was completed in 1949. Pro- 
duction has been planned 6n the flow-line system and skilled crafts- 
manship is backed up by the latest mechanical aids. 


Branksome Ceramics Ltd., Bournemouth, established in the post- 
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war years on the site of a light engineering firm, have turned to the 
making of fine quality table-ware with considerable success in 
selling to North American markets. 


Net-Making at Bridport 


Further west, at Bridport, nets and lines have been made since the 
reign of King John, who, according to local records, wrote from Dover 
in 1213 to the Sheriffs of Dorset and Somerset, commanding them to 
lay hands on all the oats they could find, and to ‘“‘ Cause to be made at 
Bridport, night and day, as many ropes for ships both large and small 
and as many cables as you can, and twisted yarns for cordage for 
balistac.”’ 


Whether this rush job was ever completed is not known, but the 
fame of Bridport’s products has spread far and wide since that date. 
In the local records is an item which states that in 1322 when the new 
port of Newcastle-on-Tyne wanted to start a rope-making industry, 
six ropers from Bridport went north to teach them} their trade. 


Most overseas territories are markets for Bridport nets and lines 
which cover every type of sports nets and most fishing nets. The 
United States Lawn Tennis Championships at Forest Hills have used 
Bridport-made nets, and commandos scaling cliffs on operations 
during the last war relied on toggle nets made there. ‘Trapeze artists 
at the circus use Bridport nets for protection, and even the nets for 
the pockets of billiard tables come from here. A recent report from 
Melbourne stated that a monster shark of 2,000 Ibs. weight was caught 
and brought to the shore by a local sportsman on a Bridport line. 


Bridport produces a large proportion of the national total of fishing 
netting and lines, excluding hand-made trawls. About 30 per cent. of 
the exports are shipped to dollar countries. 


Like other centres of the cordage industry, Bridport is having to 
face increasing competition from Germany and Japan, and in this 
struggle the loyalty and skills of the workpeople are helping by main- 
taining the world-wide reputation and traditional quality of its 
products. Production at Bridport is shared by a group of firms with 
the name Bridport Industries Ltd., and Joseph Gundry & Co. Ltd.

Home-Grown Timber and Softwood Consumption Licences 


T° FACILITATE the disposal of softwood arising from the gale 

devastation to forests in North East Scotland, it is hoped that 
holders of softwood consumption licences will, particularly in 
Scotland and Northern England, make the utmost use of home- 
grown timber. In addition the Ministry of Materials have made the 
following special arrangements. 


Softwood licences issued to consumers in Scotland and Northern 
England (the counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, Durham, 
Westmorland, and the North Riding of Yorkshire) will be endorsed 
as available ‘“‘ for home-grown timber only” wherever this appears 
reasonable to the licensing authorities. Consumers who receive 
such licences may return them to the issuing authority and ask for 
cancellation of the endorsement, only if :— 


home-grown timber is not available, or is technically unusable 
for any or all of the purposes for which the licence was issued, or 

it can be shown, by quotations, that satisfactory imported 
softwood is obtainable more cheaply than home-grown, or 

consumption will actually take place outside the area defined 
above. 


Licensing authorities will only give official cancellation of the endorse- 
ment if they are satisfied on one of these points. 

It should be noted that any home-grown softwood may be acquired 
and consumed against endorsed licences, since to dispose of windblown 
timber it is also necessary to clear the existing stocks of sawmills 





which are acquiring windblown timber for sawing. 

The uses for which licences will be issued under these arrange- 
ments will be the same as those for which ordinary licences have 
normally been issued. 


These arrangements have been made as a result of a national 
disaster and a serious view would be taken of the abuse of them by the 
supply, acquisition or consumption of imported softwood against a 
licence endorsed as “available for home-grown softwood only,” 
unless the endorsement bears a cancellation with the official stamp of 
the issuing authority. 


Withdrawal of Clause Prohibiting Use 
of Softwood Box Ends 


THE Ministry of Materials announce that the softwood licences 
issued to manufacturers of beer, cider, soft-drink and certain horti- 
cultural boxes will no longer bear a clause prohibiting the use of 
softwood in the ends of these boxes. Casemakers may now use 
softwood for all parts of any case for which softwood is licensed at all. 

Consumers who have already received licences prohibiting the use 
ef softwood in the ends of boxes may return them to the issuing 
authority for cancellation of the prohibitive clause. Unless this 


clause is officially cancelled, it is an offence to produce boxes with 
softwood ends from timber acquired under the licence. 
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Chancellor Meets Industrialists on 
Export Problems 


THE Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, accompanied 

by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
and the Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, held a meeting at 
the Treasury on March 30 with representatives of the Federation of 
British Industries, the Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
and the National Union of Manufacturers. 

The purpose of the meeting was to discuss certain commercial 
questions in the export field. Among the principal problems dis- 
cussed which confront exporters were credit terms for United Kingdom 
exports and exports to countries short of sterling. 

There was a full discussion on this agenda during which the 
development of Government policy designed to help exports was 
explained in relation to each item. It was agreed that contact should 
be maintained. 


Purchase Tax and Retail Export 
Trade 


NOTICE No. 77E issued by the Commissioners of Customs and 

Excise, describing the procedure which traders should follow when 
making sales under the Personal Export Scheme, and for export to 
the order of an individual customer by post or as freight, has been 
revised. 

Apart from minor amendments to remove certain doubts and 
difficulties, an important change has been made in Exchange Control 
procedure which relieves the trader of the responsibility for com- 
pleting Form C.D.3 in respect of goods sold under the Personal Export 
Scheme. The concessions under which export is permissible without 
Exchange Control declarations cover the bulk of the Personal Export 
Scheme sales, but where a Form C.D.3 is required it must in future 
be completed by the customer. 

Form P.T.40, used in transactions under the Personal Export 
Scheme, has also been revised to meet these changes in procedure. 

Trade Associations who may wish to distribute copies of the revised 
Notice No. 77E to members who actively participate in retail export 
arrangements may obtain supplies on application to the Secretary, 
Section 20(D), H.M. Customs and Excise, King’s Beam House, Mark 
Lane, London, E.C.3. 

The revised Form P.T.40 should be obtained by traders from their 
local Officer of Customs and Excise and should be brought into use 
not later than Monday, April 27, 1953 ; though where particular 
sales are in course of completion on the basis of Forms C.D.3 already 
completed by traders, the transactions may be carried through under 

the old procedure, if desired. 


Export of Fully-Manufactured 
Gold Articles 


THE Board of Trade announce that bulk licences for the export of 

fully-manufactured articles containing small quantities of gold may 
be issued to manufacturing jewellers in order to facilitate the despatch 
of small consignments. 

The maximum weight of gold licensed under these arrangements 
to any individual trader will be restricted to 12 fine ounces per annum 
and total sendings to any one of the countries selected by the applicant 
must not exceed one fine ounce per month. 

Details of these facilities and conditions of issue of licence may be 
obtained from Export Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, Atlantic 
House, Holborn Viaduct, London, E.C.1. 


Imports of Cauliflower and Broccoli 


THE Board of Trade, in consultation with the Ministry of Food, 
announce that from midnight on April 7 imports of cauliflower and 
broccoli from Europe were suspended. 

The quota of 2,500 tons arranged for the period beginning April 1 
had then been filled by consignments imported since April 1 or then 
in transit. 


HOME NEWS SECTION 
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Gold and Dollar E.P.U. Position 


in March 


URING March the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar surplus of 
$63 million. The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, stood at 
$2,166 million at March 31. 


The above surplus arose after taking account of :— 
receipts from the United States during the month of $29 million 
as Defence Aid ; and 
receipt from the European Payments Union of $19 million 
representing that part of the February surplus of £9-9 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in March with the European Payments Union of £7°5 
million, which (if no country uses existing resources of sterling) will 
fall to be settled in April, as to £4-0 million in gold or dollars and as to 
£3-5 million by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Committee on Duty-Free Entry 
of Machinery 


HE COMMITTEE on duty-free entry of machinery held its 
first meeting on April 2. 


The Committee will welcome evidence in writing from interested 
persons or organizations. Letters or memoranda should be addressed 
to the Joint Secretaries, Board of Trade, Room 3135, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1, and should be submitted before May 15. 
It is requested that individuals or organizations intending to submit 
such evidence should inform the Joint Secretaries to that effect at once. 


Those intending to offer evidence should bear in mind the terms of 
reference of the Committee which are :— 


“To consider and report whether it is in the national interest 
to provide for the duty-free admission into the United Kingdom 
of machinery, either by classes or in individual consignments ; 
and, in this connection, to review the provisions of Section 10 
of the Finance Act, 1932, and their administration, and to 
recommend what, if any, changes should be made.” 


Linoleum Freed From Price 


Control 


THE Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, announce that linoleum was freed from 
price control on April 9. 


This relaxation has been made because supplies of linoleum and 
other types of floor coverings are now adequate and the outlook for 
raw materials is also satisfactory. 

The revocation Order, entitled the Linoleum (Maximum Prices) 
(Revocation) Order, 1953 (S.I. 1953, No. 600) can be obtained from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, 
price 2d. (by post 34$d.). 


Reduction in Price of Aluminium 


THE Ministry of Materials announces that from April 1 the price of 
virgin aluminium in ingot form of a purity of 99 per cent. to 99-5 per 
cent., inclusive, was reduced from £166 to £161 per long ton delivered 
into consumers’ works. ‘There is no change in the premiums which 
came into effect on July 1, 1952, for metal of higher purity and for 
metal in notch bar form. 


The reduction in price has been made possible by the improved 
rate of exchange of the pound sterling in Canadian dollars. 
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Monopolies Commission Reference 
on Buildings in Greater London 


N THE House of Commons on March 31, the President of the Board 

of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was asked whether he had 
yet decided to make a reference to the Monopolies Commission 
concerning the activities of the London Builders’ Conference. 

He replied that certain tendering practices, including practices 
operated by the Conference, were the subject of a new reference 
made to the Commission on March 27, 1953. The full text was as 
follows :— 

Buildings in the Greater London Area 

Whereas it appears to the Board of ‘Trade that it is or may be the fact 
that conditions to which the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry 
and Control) Act, 1948, applies prevail as respects the supply in the area 
described in the schedule hereto of those new buildings which cost more 
than £1,000 each to construct ; 

Now therefore the Board of Trade in pursuance of Section 2 (1) and 
Section 6 (2) of the Act hereby refer to the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Commission for investigation and report the matter of such supply. 
The Commission shall as respects such supply investigate and report on :-— 

(1) whether conditions to which the Act applies in fact prevail ; 

(2) if so, whether either or both of the following things are done by the 
parties concerned as a result of or for the purpose of preserving those 
conditions, that is to say, 

(a) communicating to a person other than the person calling for 
tenders for the construction of a building the amount of any 
proposed tender for such construction in accordance with any 
agreement or arrangement so to communicate ; 

(b) adjusting the amount of any proposed tender for the construction 
of a building in accordance with any agreement or arrangement 
between the proposed tenderer and any person other than the 
person calling for tenders for such construction ; 

(3) if so, whether either or both of those things operate or may be expected 
to operate against the public interest.

Section 6 (2) Used for First Time 


Following the President’s statement, the Board of Trade announced 
that in this reference Section 6 (2) of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Act has been used for the first time. In the case of previous 
references requiring a report on public interest, it has been the 
Commission’s duty to report comprehensively on this aspect of the 
conditions and practices found to prevail in the industry concerned. 
Under the Section 6 (2) procedure, the Commission—once they have 
established that the conditions prevailing in the industry are such as 
to bring it within the scope of the Act—are to report on the “ public 
interest’ aspect only of the particular practices specified in the 
reference.* 

Any person or organization wishing to offer evidence on the subject 
should write to the Secretary of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Commission, 3 Cornwall ‘Terrace, London, N.W.1. 

This is the fourteenth subject referred by the Board to the Com- 
mission. ‘The Commission’s reports on five of these subjects, i.e. 
dental goods, cast iron rainwater goods, electric lamps, electric 
cables and insulin, have already been published. Their report on

publication. Reports on non-ferrous metal semi-manufactures and 
on imported timber are expected to follow later in the year. 

Besides the recently announced requirement for a report (under 
Section 15 of the Act) on the general effect on the public interest of 
certain discriminatory trading practices,t the other matters before the 
Commission are the printing of woven fabrics, certain electrioal and 
allied machinery and pneumatic tyres.

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Survey of Mobility of Labour in Great Britain 


HE MOVEMENT of labour between industries, occupations and 

employers, is a continuous process about which not a great deal 

has been known. It is relevant to many issues, however, to 
unemployment, productivity, the development of skilled and technical 
workers, the loss of both to better paid but less important occupations, 
and the possibility that in losing labour without replacement an 
industry develops a permanently distorted age and occupation structure. 
A statistical basis for discussion of these issues, and some of the factors 
associated with the movement of labour, has now been provided by 
the Social Survey, in a study of the mobility of labour in the period 
1945-1949. 

The inquiry was based on interviews with a sample of men and 
women aged 18 and over and who were in gainful employment in 
May/August 1949. Mobility was defined as alterations in the 
industrial status of an individual which primarily involved (a) changes 
of skills or the acquisition of a skill, (b) a change in the end to which a 
skill was put, (c) a change from employment in one town or region to 
employment in another. The inquiry dealt with the changes that 
had taken place in an informant’s lifetime. Changes were classified 
according to the definitions given above and were classified also 
according to whether they occurred singly or in combination with 
each other. 


Pre-War Comparison 


The results of this inquiry have now been released in a report 
entitled ‘‘ Labour Mobility in Great Britain, 1945-49” (Social 
Survey Report 134). The report shows that in 1945-49 a working 
population averaging 144 million men aged 18 and over experienced 
11 million changes of occupation, industry, town or region, or changes 
brought about by entry into a period of sickness, injury, unemploy- 
ment or service with the Armed Forces. In 1930/34 a male working 
population only a little smaller (if the unemployed are counted), 
experienced about 6} million changes of the same kinds. It is pointed 
out that the figure for 1945-49 includes about 64 million changes of 
occupation and about 54 million changes of industry (many changes 
of occupation and industry were simultaneous). About 14 per cent. 
of the occupational changes in the post-war years arose after service 
in the Armed Forces—that is, the man entered an occupation on 
leaving the Armed Forces which was different from the occupation 
he had had previously. The number of changes of occupation and 
industry made in 1945-49 is probably as much as a third more than 
the number of similar changes made in any five year period prior to 
1939. Itis probable, however, that change in 1945-49 was a reflection 
of *‘ too many jobs chasing too few men.” In 1950 the rate of occupa- 
tional change had dropped to about 9 per cent. of men per annum, 
the same as in 1949, and this may be the normal rate of change for the 
next few years. The rate of change seems to be closely tied to the 
economic situation, however, and it is not possible to forecast the 
one without being able to forecast the other. 

The changes made have largely been self compensating. In most 
occupations and industries losses in one direction have been balanced 





by gains in another. If changes which result in a movement up the 
occupational hierarchy are considered to be a gain to the community, 
and those which result in a descent are considered a loss, then 38 per 
cent. of the changes made by manual workers were a gain and 16 per 
cent. a loss. ‘The great proportion of all changes (46 per cent.) were 
on the same level of occupation however, and the greater part of all 
movement was from one operative or unskilled occupation to another. 

Although the rate of change varies from one time to another the 
kind of change remains much the same. Different kinds of change 
appear in the same proportions from one decade to another. Changes 
of occupation and industry, or town and region, are a constant propor- 
tion of all change, whatever the prevailing rate of change or the years 
in which the changes were made. Similarly, the movement of men 
from one occupation or industry to another follows much the same 
pattern, whatever the rate of change. 

The great frequency with which changes of occupation are made is 
not the result of a relatively small number of men moving very 
frequently from one occupation to another. It is the result, rather, of 
a great many people moving comparatively infrequently. About 
9 per cent. of men change their occupations annually according to 
the rates in 1949 and 1950. About 7 per cent. change their industries 
annually. ‘The average number of changes of occupation made by the 
men in the sample over their whole working lives was three, and a 
third of the sample had had four occupations or more. Changes of 
occupation among men were, on the average, made most frequently 
by men in the managerial class, or by operative and unskilled workers, 
and least frequently by professional and skilled workers. 


Limited Geographical Change 


Geographical change is shown to be limited, in the main, to change 
from one town to another in the same region. Even so, half the 
sample had worked in one town only throughout their working lives, 
and a further quarter in two towns only. Only 21 per cent. of men 
had worked in more than one region during their working lives. 

The report examines a number of social and economic factors 
which may be associated with a higher than average rate of occupa- 
tional and industrial change. The high rate of change in post-war 
years, a period of high employment, is contrasted, for instance, with 
the low rate of change in 1930-34, a period of industrial depression. 
Age, education, training and marriage, are also associated with the 
frequency with which men change their occupations. 

In the final section of the report, job turnover in 1945-49 is 
discussed. Job turnover is defined as movement from one employer 
to another which may, or may not, involve a change of occupation. 
It is concluded, with reference to job turnover, that the greater part 
of change of occupation and industry is an accidental by-product of 
the movement of men from one employer to another.

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Slight Decrease in Entrances and Clearances 


with Cargo during February 


HE total net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade entering with 

cargo at United Kingdom ports during February (‘Table 1) was 

4-6 million tons net. ‘This was 670,000 tons less than in January, 
but as February was a shorter month, the daily average was only 3 per 
cent. lower. Compared with February 1952 the daily average was 
2 per cent. higher. 

The total net tonnage of clearances with cargo was 3-6 million tons, 
the daily average being only slightly less than in January, but 4 per 
cent. higher than in February of last year. The daily averages of 
both entrances and clearances were the highest recorded for the 
month of February since 1939. 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 46 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo in February of this year compared with 43 per cent. in 
January and 45 per cent. in February 1952. For clearances with 
cargo the proportion was 38 per cent. compared with 35 per cent. for 
the previous month and 33 per cent. for February of last year. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The total net tonnage of shipping recorded as entered in ballast 
during February 1953 was 1-2 million tons. Of this total 157,000 
tons was accounted for by vessels with passengers only, the daily 
average being 30 per cent. less than in the previous month but only 
1 per cent. less than in February 1952. ‘The net tonnage of vessels 
calling for bunkers only was 56,000 tons, the daily average showing a 
fall of 13 per cent. compared with the previous month and a drop of 
51 per cent. compared with February 1952. The total of other 
vessels which entered in ballast was 981,000 tons net; the daily 
average being 2 per cent. lower than in January, but 2 per cent. 
higher than in February 1952. 

Clearances in ballast during February amounted to 2:4 million 
tons net. Of this total 1,130,000 tons was of vessels which loaded 
bunkers only. ‘This showed a decrease of 10 per cent. in the daily 


average rate compared with the previous month and one of 8 per cent. 
compared with February of last year. The net tonnage of vessels 
which cleared with passengers only accounted for 178,000 tons, the 
daily average being 32 per cent. less than in January of this year and 
12 per cent. less than in February 1952. The total tonnage of other 
vessels which cleared in ballast was 1,194,000 tons net, the daily rate 
being 4 per cent. higher than in January but 3 per cent. lower than in 
February 1952. 


Arrivals and Departures With Cargo (Table 3) 


The daily average of foreign trade arrivals with cargo in February 
was lower than in the preceding month at seven of the eleven port 
areas. Compared with February 1952, however, the daily average 
was higher at all but one port area, large increases being recorded for 
the Bristol Channel (17 per cent.), West Channel (24 per cent.), and 
Humber area (26 per cent.). The decrease occurred at the East 
Channel port area where the daily average was 4 per cent. lower than 
in February 1952. 

The daily average of departures with cargo was lower than in the 
previous month at six of the port areas, while compared with February 
1952 it was higher at all but three areas. ‘The main increases were at 
the Humber area and Northern Ireland and Isle of Man area (both 
34 per cent.) and North-East Coast area (31 per cent.). The port 
areas showing decreases in the daily average rate compared with 
February 1952 were the Thames area (6 per cent.), the Mersey and 
North-West Coast area (3 per cent.) and the East Channel area 
(1 per cent.). 


Coasting Trade (Table 4) 
The daily average rate of arrivals with cargo in the coasting trade 
during February was slightly higher than in January while departures

Trade Discussions with Indonesia 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, stated that 
discussions on trade matters took place from time to time between the 
Board of Trade and the Indonesian Embassy and also between our 
Embassy and the Indonesian authorities in Djakarta, but there had 
not been any recent discussions with a view to drawing up a new 
trade agreement. 


Value of Imported Food 
The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft,

Factory Building in Scotland 


The President said that 13 new factories or extensions of a total 
area of 870,000 square feet were at present under construction or 
approved for construction by Scottish Industrial Estates Limited ; 
and several applications were at present under consideration. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


The President was asked how much public money was spent in 
considering the recent application for a wood flour order, a report 
of which appeared in Command Paper No. 8796, under the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that apart from the time devoted by the Board of 
‘Trade, the cost of which it was not practicable to estimate, expenditure 
was limited to the sum of £59 Ys Od., shown in the Report as the 
estimated cost of preparing and publishing it. 


References to Monopolies Commission 


Asked about publication of the Monopolies Commission's Report 
on the Match-manufacturing and Match-making Machinery 
Industries, as provided for in Section 9 of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Act, 1948, Mr. Strauss said that without giving 
any undertaking, the President hoped to be able to lay the report 
before Parliament in accordance with Section 9 soon after Easter. 
The President was asked if he would take steps to submit the subject 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 
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of steel door frames to the Monopolies Commission, as within the 
scope of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and 
Control) Act, 1948 

Mr. Strauss replied that the President would bear this suggestion 
in mind in considering matters for reference to the Commission. 


Import Quotas for Vegetables 


The President said that the Board of Trade announced on July 15, 
1952, that, as a result of an examination into the arrangements for 
operating the seasonal quotas for vegetables, certain improvements 
were being introduced to ensure that in future actual imports tallied 
more closely with the quotas. ‘The new arrangements provided for 
prompter and more accurate estimates of the volume of imports 
moving, for a more effective assessment of the quantity of goods in 
transit as the quotas neared completion, and for speeding up the 
machinery for withdrawing licences. It was always difficult to 
achieve complete accuracy when dealing with seasonal and perishable 
produce, but he hoped that in future these arrangements would secure 
a reasonable approximation between the quotas announced and the 
actual arrivals. 

It would, of course, be understood that quotas might have to be 
varied for supply reasons. For example, although the import of 
cauliflowers had already reached the current quota and been dis- 
continued earlier this month, we were now having to allow further 
imports from March 26 to 31, because the weather had held back 
home supplies of green vegetables and there would otherwise have 
been a shortage. 


British First-Feature Films 


Mr. Strauss stated that the President had not made a precise estimate 
of the number of films of 6,500 feet and more in length which were 
likely to be made in the calendar year 1953. In view, however, of 
the statement on the future of the British Film Production Fund, 
which he made on March 10 in reply to questions on this subject, he 
thought it reasonable to expect that the number of films which would 
be available in the quota year beginning October 1, 1953, would not be 
less than in recent years. 
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Central and Local Price Regulation Committees 

The work of the Central and Local Price Regulation Committees 
had been progressively reduced as price controls had become un- 
necessary and had been removed, the President said, and he proposed 
soon to submit to Her Majesty in Council an Order to bring the Goods 
and Services (Price Control) Acts to an end and so wind up the Com- 
mittees. He would like to take this opportunity of expressing the 
warmest thanks of Her Majesty’s Government to the members of the 
Committees for the valuable services which they had performed so 
well during the period when this type of price control was exercised 


Enquiries for Tinplate by China 

Asked what orders had been offered by China for Welsh tinplate, the 
President said he had been informed that a South Wales tinplate 
manufacturer was recently approached about the supply of some 
10,000 tons of tinplate said to be required by the Chinese Govern- 
ment. He had also heard that other enquiries for tinplate for China 
had been received by the tinplate industry, but he was not in a position 
to give details of the quantities involved. 

The supply of this tinplate would be contrary to our strategi 
controls. 


Umbrellas from Hong Kong 
The import of umbrellas from Hong Kong fell sharply in 1951, and 
reached only a trifling level in 1952, the President stated 


Imports from Commonwealth 

Asked what was the proportion of imports into the United Kingdom 
during 1952 which came from countries in the British Common- 
wealth, the President replied, 47 per cent. 


Expenditure of Counterpart Funds 
The President was asked to state the policy of Her Majesty's 
Government concerning the expenditure of counterpart funds derived 
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from United States Economic Aid under Section 9(c) of the Mutual 
Security Act, 1952 ; and what proportion of such funds would be 
allocated for the development of studies in technological subjects at 
various universities and technical colleges in Great Britain. 

He replied that the White Paper (Cmd. 8776) stated the policy of 
Her Majesty’s Government in regard to the expenditure of these 
counterpart funds. A programme for the expenditure of part of the 
funds for the development of studies in technological subjects was now 
being worked out. 


Trade Promotion Conference at Manila 

The Trade Promotion Conference recently held in Manila was an 
informal meeting between representatives of a number of Govern- 
ments and business interests for an exchange of views on a wide range 
of trade matters, the President said. Her Majesty’s Government had 
not yet received the final report of the conference. When they did 
they would study it sympathetically and with interest. 


Imports of Textiles 

The President was asked whether he was satisfied that the recently- 
announced permission for the increased import of cotton textiles into 
the United Kingdom from the Continent of Europe would not 
damage domestic production. 

He replied that the restrictions which were recently removed were 
imposed for balance of payments reasons and it was always the Govern- 
ment’s intention to remove them as soon as circumstances permitted. 
He felt confident that the United Kingdom cotton textile industry was 
fully capable of meeting competition from Western Europe. 


German Competition in Engineering Industries 

Asked, in view of the fact that the German Government were sub- 
sidising the heavy mechanical engineering and civil engineering con- 
tracting industries which were in consequence steadily outbidding 
British industry in the Near and Middle East, what steps he proposed 
to take, the President replied that the evidence at his disposal did not 
suggest that United Kingdom firms in the industries referred to were 
being steadily outbid by their German competitors in these markets. 
Her Majesty’s Government were, of course, strongly opposed to the 
use of export subsidies, overt or concealed, and he would be glad if 
the questioner would bring to his attention any cases in which such 
devices appeared to have been responsible for our losing orders. 
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Imports of Paper Stationery 

Paper stationery might be imported from Western European and 
certain other foreign countries under the quota for paper manufac- 
tures and this had been increased from a value of £350,000 for the 
first half of 1953 to £500,000 for the second half, the President stated. 
The quota for other stationery had also been increased from £140,000 
for the first half of the year to £155,000 for the second half. He 
could not say how far these increases would affect imports of stationery 
from Italy. 


Industry and North East Scotland 

The President said that so far no new project had matured for the 
Buckie/Peterhead area of North East Scotland but several enquiries 
had been received, and continuing efforts were being made to attract 
suitable industry. 


Windblown Timber for Pitwood 

The President was asked what licences he had given to cover con- 
tracts for the supply of pitwood from France to the National Coal 
Board ; what price was paid ; and if, in view of the blown timber in 
Scotland and the necessity of a market for thinnings in this country, 
he would consult with the National Coal Board to examine the in- 
ternal supplies of timber before making further purchases outside 
the country with either France or Portugal. 

He replied that pitwood was imported on private account and it was 
not his practice to reveal detailed information given in individual 
licence applications. He understood, however, that the National 
Coal Board had already adjusted their import programme, and taken 
other necessary steps, so that they could take up the windblown timber 
suitable for use in the pits. 


Industrial Modernization in North Staffordshire 

Asked if he would appoint a committee to advise the Government 
on the need for the industrial modernization within the locality of the 
city of Stoke-on-Trent and North Staffordshire, the President re- 
plied, ‘‘ No Sir.” 


Imports and Sales of Baths 

Asked how many cast-iron enamelled baths were imported during 
1952 ; and how many to the latest convenient date in 1953 ; and from 
what countries they were imported, the President replied that he 
regretted that cast-iron enamelled baths were not separately recorded 
in the trade statistics which distinguished only wrought enamelled 
baths from other kinds made of iron or steel. Our imports under 
these headings in 1952 and in the period January-February 1953 
were as follows :—

New Tourist Air Services to the 
East and Central Africa 


RITISH Overseas Airways Corporation plan to introduce tourist 

services at reduced fares during April and May to the Middle 
East, Singapore, Hong Kong and Central Africa. 

There is now a once-weekly tourist service between London and 
Singapore. ‘This service also provides tourist facilities to and from 
Damascus, one of the intermediate ports of call. 

The once-weekly standard service to Lod (Israel) has also become 
tourist. Flown by 56-seater Argonaut airliners, this service operates 
through Frankfurt and Rome and the total journey time is 134 hours. 

A once-weekly tourist service to Lusaka (Northern Rhodesia) has 
opened. The route is via Rome, Cairo, Khartoum, Entebbe, and 
Nairobi. 

Subject to the satisfactory completion of Government negotiations, 
the Corporation will introduce a once-weekly tourist service between 
London and Beirut (Lebanon) early in May. 

These new tourist services will be in addition to those already in 
operation on the North Atlantic routes from Britain to Canada, 
the United States and the Caribbean area, and from Britain to East

Distribution of Primary Nickel for 


Second Quarter of 1953 


HE Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt Committee of the International 

Materials Conference have announced acceptance by 13 of its 14 
member governments of a second quarter 1953 plan of distribution 
for primary nickel and oxides. The reply of the Government of 
Belgium is still awaited. ‘The recommended plan has been forwarded 
to all interested governments for implementation. 

In this plan, as in those for the last two quarters of 1952 and the 
first quarter of 1953, provision has been made whereby any nickel 
allocated to countries participating in the distribution, but not used 
by them, will become available for purchase by consumers in the 
United States and in other countries. 

The total production estimate of primary nickel and oxides for the 
second quarter of 1953, excluding Japanese production, shows an 
increase of about 200 metric tons nickel content over the figure for 
the first quarter, or less than one-half of one per cent. About 500 tons 
of nickel oxides (in nickel content), produced in the United States 
Nicaro plant in Cuba during the second half of 1952 in excess of the 
original estimate for that period, has been included in the second 
quarter distribution. The total quantity distributed in the recom- 
mended plan amounts to 37,800 metric tons nickel content. 


An amount of approximately 500 metric tons of Japanese nickel 
available for export is not included in the plan of distribution, 
because the Committee has not so far been able to determine to what 
extent importing countries would purchase this high-priced nickel. 

The recommended allocation for the United Kingdom is 5,526-3 
metric tons,

Domestic Furniture 


RITISH Standards Institution have issued Part 3 of B.S. 1960, 

devoted to domestic furniture, constructed mainly of wood. Part 3 
deals with tables. 

B.S.1. state that the standard is intended to provide assurance to 
non-technical buyers in regard to matters such as quality, durability, 
and reliability, which such a buyer cannot assess by inspection. ‘To 
afford to manufacturers the maximum of freedom in design and deve- 
lopment, the standard is based mainly on performance tests, with 
general requirements as to quality of materials and workmanship. 
The effectiveness in operation of this standard will be further ensured 
through inspection by qualified officers under the certification marking 
scheme operated by B.S.1. in collaboration with the Furniture Deve- 
lopment Council, on whose proposals the standard is based. 

In consultation with the trade, it has been decided that Kite marking 
of tables made in accordance with this standard should start on 
Monday, June 1. This should help those manufacturers who produce 
suites, including chairs, case goods and tables, to avoid for any sig- 
nificant period the anomaly of being able to mark some of their products 
and not others.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Methods of Specifying Ready-Mixed Concrete 


B.S. 1926: 1953 has been prepared to assist the purchaser when 
specifying ready-mixed concrete. 

It describes methods of controlling the quality of the product where 
the concrete mix is designed by the supplier to satisfy the strength 
and other physical properties specified by the purchaser or where the 
purchaser specifies a definite mix, compliance with which is guaranteed 
by the supplier, the purchaser being responsible for the accuracy of 
the design which is to produce the required physical properties of 
the mix. 

Where it is considered that particular conditions call for special 
arrangements between supplier and purchaser, the standard points 
this out. Price 2s. 6d. 


Prussian Blue for Paints (Types 1 and 2) 


The revision of B.S. 283 : 1953 for Prussian blue is the result of a 
review of technical requirements of the standard in the light of 
present day experience in the manufacture and use of the material. 

The material is divided into two types. Type 1 covers bronzing 
blues and Type 2 non-bronzing blues, an appropriate distinction 
being made in the minimum iron cyanogen complex (expressed as 
Fe (CN)s) and in the limits specified for matter volatile at 98-102°C. 

Requirements are also given for oil absorption value, colour, staining 
power and colour on reduction and matter soluble in water. Methods 
are included for the determination of basic iron, iron cyanogen 
complex and total iron and the other properties specified. Price 2s. 6d. 


1 Per Cent. Chromium Steel Castings (Abrasion Resisting) 


B.S. 1956: 1953 is one of a series of British Standards for steel 
castings for general engineering purposes and covers three grades as

B.S. 1962: 1953 forms one of a series of standards for tubular- 
metal-framed equipment for hospitals. It deals with a simple trolley 
intended for general indoor use. It has a fixed top and the only 
accessory fitting is a detachable pole to support a transfusion bottle. 
In response to requests from a number of hospitals, a separate standard 
is being prepared for a trolley having a tilting top and additional 
fittings required for theatre use. 

The standards are based on the recommendations of the Hospital 
Equipment Standards Advisory Committee and are being prepared 
by a technical committee representative of medical and nursing 
interests and manufacturers of hospital equipment. Standards have 
already been published for instrument tables, anaesthetists’ trolleys 
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and dressings trolleys, for ward screens, and for bed strippers, and 
others are in course of preparation. Price 2s. 6d. 


Ampoules 


The many developments that have taken place since 1938 in the 
field of pharmaceutical and veterinary products have also necessitated 
many changes in practice with regard to ampoules. In consequence 
B.S.I. has published a revision of B.S. 795 ** Ampoules,”” which now

The standard lays down dimensions, capacities and materials for a 
range of ampoules in each type consistent with current practice and, 
where appropriate, bottom and stem details are specified. Careful 
consideration has been given to the titling of the different types of 
ampoules and for convenience a series of type references has been 
specified.

Microchemical Apparatus 


Further parts of B.S. 1428, publication of which was commenced 

in 1950 have now been published. They are: 
Part A4: 1953 Halogens and sulphur combustion train (micro- 
Grote). 
Part B1: 1953 Nitrogen determination apparatus  (micro- 
Kjeldahl). 
Part El : 1953 Crucibles for microchemical analysis. 
Part Il: 1953 Combustion boats, sheath and contact stars for 
microchemical analysis. 
The published parts now total 11 and as many more are in active 
preparation. 

Part A4 specifies the components required for the micro-Grote 
combustion train, and includes dimensioned drawings of the main 
components and a general assembly drawing of the whole train. ‘The 
combustion tube specified is of quartz and the absorption vessel of 
borosilicate glass 

Part B1 specifies components for the micro-Kjeldahl digestion 
apparatus and distillation apparatus, the latter being of the Parnas- 
Wagner type. Suitable supporting stands are also described, but 
are not a mandatory part of the specification. Dimensioned drawings 
are given for all components. 

Part E1 specifies crucibles suitable for general use in microchemical 
analysis. Four sizes of platinum crucible, two sizes of nickel crucible 
and three sizes of porcelain crucible, having nominal capacities 
between 1 and 10 ml., are described, with dimensioned drawings. 
Appropriate requirements are also included for material, weight, 
constancy of weight after specified treatment, and marking.

Market for Men’s, Women’s and Children’s Ready-Made 


Rainwear in Canada 


A report on the market in Canada for men’s, women's and children’s ready-made rainwear has been issued by the Special 

Register Information Service of the Board of Trade. The report has been prepared by the United Kingdom Trade Com- 

missioner Service in Canada and copies are available to United Kingdom firms. Application for further details may be 

made by United Kingdom firms only to the Special Register Information Service, Board of Trade, Room 5375, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1. Below is a summary of some of the main points in the report. 


HE report on the market for rainwear in Canada states that in 

most parts of the country there is a relatively short period when a 

raincoat may be worn; very cold winters alternate with hot 
summers. With the exception of British Columbia, where the annual 
rainfall averages 60 inches and where raincoats are an essential part 
of everyone’s attire, and the possible exception of some parts of the 
Atlantic coastal region, raincoats are far from being the necessity they 
are in the United Kingdom and are accordingly not subjected to such 
continuous wear. In consequence, they last longer and in many 
cases only a complete revolution of style makes a replacement neces- 
sary. In addition, Canadian industry is able to supply the bulk of 
the market’s requirements at prices with which imported goods at 
present rarely compete. 

The United Kingdom and the United States are Canada’s main 
suppliers of imported cotton rainwear, with the United Kingdom 
having the larger portion of the trade. In 1950, Canada imported a 
total of 11,195 waterproofed cotton raincoats valued at $118,569 ; 
of these 10,086 valued at $114,473 came from the United Kingdom 
and 1,109 valued at $4,096 were imported from the United States. 
In 1951, imports at 27,129 more than doubled, although the total 
value of the goods, $194,358, did not increase proportionately. 
Imports from the United Kingdom in this period increased to 15,389 
coats valued at $149,944 compared with an increase of 11,740 coats 
valued at $44,414 from the United States. 

In an analysis of the market, the report states that there is a good 
demand for men’s raincoats of fine cotton poplin. The single- 
breasted slip-on type with balmacaan collar and in medium sand 
shades appears to be most popular. These coats may be self-lined 
or lined with checked cotton material, but the former type is preferred. 
Much of the demand is met by local manufacturers, many of whom 
import their cloth from the United Kingdom. Some demand also 
exists for coats in the military trench coat style. These are popular, 
particularly among the French speaking population of the Province 
of Quebec, where they are said to be largely replacing the previously 
popular light woollen spring and autumn coats. 

Other men’s coats in wool and rubber are little in demand, the 
report states, and in the case of rubber-proofed coats, these are 
considered to be too heavy and warm for normal wear, but some 
demand is said to exist in British Columbia, particularly among 
policemen and other public service employees and in certain mining 
areas. Market prospects for rubber coats, except in specialized lines, 
are considered limited. 


Ladies: Rainwear 

The market for ladies’ rainwear, largely a fashion trade, is held 
almost exclusively by Canadian manufacturers. There is little 
market for imported coats, which are not usually suitably styled and 
which are too dear to compete with locally produced garments. 
Rayon 

Spring and autumn cloth coats are to a great extent, being replaced 
by rayon gaberdine raincoats and a ready demand exists for these 
garments. 


Cotton and Wool 

The conventional type of United Kingdom raincoat is rarely seen. 
However, in certain parts of the country, particularly in the Province 
of Quebec, navy blue trench coats of cotton poplin are frequently 
purchased by factory workers as an alternative to cloth coats for spring 
and autumn wear. 


Plastic 
The trade in these coats is dealt with mostly by the

tion of this trade is in “‘ over-the-counter ” sales to women shoppers 
who have been caught in sudden heavy downpours which are not 
infrequent during the spring and autumn. Prices are extremely low 
but hitherto these coats have been used mainly because they are 
convenient to carry when shopping or travelling. In an effort to 
popularize this type of garment, local manufacturers have this yea: 
introduced interesting new fashions in texturized finishes, gleaming 
metallic colours and printed patterns. 


Children’s Rainwear 

The demand for United Kingdom manufactured children’s rain- 
coats has diminished considerably of late in the Eastern areas of 
Canada. Fair replicas of the traditional United Kingdom navy blue 
belted coat, which has for many years been so popular, are now being 
supplied by local manufacturers at vastly reduced prices. Although 
inferior to the United Kingdom manufactured articles in quality and 
finish, these coats, which are manufactured of Canadian cotton, and 
flannel-lined, are now being used widely in place of cloth spring and 
autumn lightweight coats. 

Among other items covered by the report are delivery dates and 
buying times, design and styling, the special requirements of the 
Canadians, business arrangements, terms of payments, promotional 
activities and prices. 

In conclusion, the report states that high prices of United Kingdom 
rainwear and slow and uncertain deliveries are causing Canadian trade 
buyers to turn to local products, although in many cases they prefer 
the quality of United Kingdom rainwear. ‘The report also states that 
there is a reasonable market for average priced United Kingdom rain- 
wear styled to meet local preferences and that this medium priced 
trade seems to offer the best prospects.

on the distribution of primary copper and aluminium with effect 
from March 16, 1953. 

However, companies are still required to report their sales distribu- 
tion so that the Department may have accurate information about the 
movement of these metals.

OR the six months ending on March 31 the French programme for 

imports from O.E.E.C. countries and their associated monetary 
areas Was at the monthly rate of $130 million (£46-4 million approx.).

United Kingdom and Japan 
Payments Talks 


PDIScussIONs held in Tokyo, at the request of the Japanese 
Government, about payments between Japan and the sterling 
area, have now resulted in agreement on the immediate action to be 
taken. The Japanese Government asks that, having regard to Japan’s 
deficit on current account with the sterling area since July 1952, the 
existing restrictions on imports from Japan should be relaxed. 

In accordance with the terms of the Sterling Payments Agreement, 
H.M. Government have carefully examined the position and has now 
decided to recommend to Colonial Government certain limited 
relaxations of their present restrictions on the imports, both for their 
own needs and for entrepot trade, of Japanese goods. This action 
is directed towards the maintenance at the present level of Japan’s 
purchases from the sterling area. ‘The independent countries of the 
Commonwealth have been informed. 


Finland and Japan 


ER MAJESTY’S representative in Helsinki has reported that 

a Trade and Payments Agreement between Finland and Japan was 
signed in Stockholm by representatives of the two countries on Decem- 
ber 24, 1952. 

The trade agreement provides that the two Governments will grant 
to each other as liberal treatment as possible with regard to export and 
import licences in order to facilitate the development of trade between 
Finland and Japan. The payments agreement stipulates that the 
Bank of Japan will open an account in United States dollars in the 
mame of the Bank of Finland and that all payments between the two 
countries will pass through this account. ‘The maximum net balance 
to be permitted will be $1 million and if this amount is exceeded for 
a period of thirty days the excess shall be payable on demand to the 
creditor country. It is also agreed, however, that if the balance 
reaches $800,000 the two Governments will discuss remedial steps.

Finland and Italy 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

trade agreement between Finland and Italy covering the period 
March 1, 1953 to February 28, 1954 was signed in Helsinki on March 6. 

Under this agreement Finnish exports to Italy will include cheese, 
felspar, wood and wood products, paper and paper products, card- 
board, machinery and apparatus. Italian exports to Finland will 
include fruit, nuts, wines, rice, textiles, motor vehicles, tractors spares 
and parts, chemical products, various kinds of machinery and parts, 
rubber products and various other goods.

HE® MAJESTY’S Representatives in Madrid and Bogota report 

the conclusion in Bogota on November 17, 1952, of a Trade and 
Payments Agreement between Spain and the Republic of Colombia. 
The Agreement entered into force on that date and will be valid for 
one year. It will be considered automatically extended for suc- 
ceeding periods of one year unless denounced by either contracting 
party at least three months before it is due to expire. 

The Agreement envisages an interchange of goods to the value of 
three million United States dollars in each direction. 

Colombian exports to Spain will include coffee, sugar, rice, quinine, 
hides and skins, crude oil, tobacco and sulphur. 

Spanish exports to Colombia will include dried fruits, wines and 
liqueurs, olive oil, cork, textiles, machinery and vehicles. 

With the exception of Colombian coffee exports, for which 1°5 
million dollars has been reserved, the lists of goods are merely 
indicative and not limiting. 

Goods imported by either country under this arrangement may not 
be re-exported to a third country unless prior provision is made in 
an exchange of notes. 

Payments will be effected through a special non-interest bearing 
account opened by the Banco de la Republica in the name of the 
Instituto Espanol de Moneda Extranjera.

Austria and Roumania

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German Debt Settlement 


ON April 1 the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs signed the 

Instruments of Ratification by Her Majesty’s Government of the 
Agreement on German external debts and of the Anglo-German 
bilateral agreement on the settlement of the United Kingdom claim 
in respect of postewar economic assistance to Germany. These agree- 
ments were signed in London on February 27. 

The agreement on German external debts, which establishes the 
terms and procedures for the settlement of Germany’s pre-war 
external debts, will enter into force after similar approval has been 
given by the Governments of France, the United States of America 
and the Federal Republic of Germany and when the appropriate 
Instruments of Ratification by the Four “sovernments have been 
deposited with Her Majesty’s Government. Payments under the 
agreement to Germany’s pre-war creditors can then begin.

Liberalization of Trade in the 


HE Federal German Government have recently published a 

revised list of commodities which may be imported into the 

Federal Republic of Germany without restriction from all member 
countries of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 
This list contains additions to the previous list which was published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on February 9 and 16, May 31 and 
September 6, 1952. 

The latest additions, together with a small number of deletions 
and amendments, are given below and with the exception of those 
starred are effective from March 15, 1953. 

The starred numbers became liberalized on April 1, 1953. 

The numerical references in the text are to the German Foreign 
Trade Code. Since the publication of the original lists of German 
liberalized goods in the Board of Trade Journal last year, certain 
changes have been made in the German commodity code. As far 
as possible the list below is based on the amended code. 

The Federal German Government published on April 1 further 
additions to the list of liberalized goods raising to 90 per cent. the 
proportion of their trade with member countries of the O.E.E.C. which 
it covers. Details will be published as soon as possible.

The Firry-Turrp ANNUAL General MeetinG of Associated Electrical 
Industries Ltd., was held on March 31 at the Connaught Rooms, Great 
Queen Street, London, W.C., Sir Georce E. Baitey, C.B.E., M.Sc., 
M.I.Mech.E., M.1.E.E., the Chairman, presiding. 

The Chairman, in the course of his speech said :— 

The year 1952 was one of steady progress for your Company. Production 
was at a higher rate than ever before; shipments invoiced reached the record 
figure of {76 million. ‘The comparable figure for 1951 was £63 million. 

There has been no significant change in the number of persons employed 
and the increased output is, therefore, largely due to the wise expenditure 
in the last few years on new factories and additional and improved plant 
and machinery. Full benefit could not have been obtained from the in- 
creased productive capacity, however, without the active co-operation of all 
our employees. ‘This we have had in full measure and I am sure you will 
wish me to congratulate them on their excellent performance. I am glad 
to report that the relationships with our work people have never been better 
than they are to-day. : 

As a result of the increased turnover the profit before tax has increased by 
nearly £2 million to £9-9 million. We have, however, had to provide 
£7:2 million in taxation which is £1-8 million more than in 1952, largely 
due to the incidence of the Excess Profits Levy, which amounted to just 
over {1 million. The stockholders are, in fact, left with only £178,000 of 
the £2 million increase in profit. This is indeed, I suggest, sacrificing 
industrial efficiency on the altar of taxation, which I pleaded against last year. 

The additional capital which the ordinary stockholders subscribed on 
bonus terms in February 1952 ranked for a full year’s dividend and accor- 
dingly the total ordinary dividend for 1952 amounted to £931,000 as 
compared with £673,000 for the previous year. 


PRODUCTION AND SALES ; ; 

In spite of a slight fall in sales for future delivery, orders received in 1952 
exceeded production. Orders in hand now stand at £138 million, with 
deliveries spread over four years. ‘The distribution of orders over all our 
products has, however, not been uniform. Orders for heavy plant for the 
electricity supply industry, such as turbo-alternators, switchgear and large 
transformers, have been well maintained. Any reduction has been in the 
industrial and domestic fields, and has affected such items as motors and 
control gear of all sizes, domestic appliances and lamps.

Import Procedure in 
Western Germany 
N OUTLINE of the German import procedure which came into 
force on January 1, 1952, was given in the Board of Trade Journal 
on April 26, 1952. ‘The period of validity for import licences was 
in general two months with an additional month in order to allow for 
possible delay in customs clearance or regulation of payments. 

With effect from March 15 the delivery terms in the purchase 
contract must allow for customs clearance to be carried out within 
five months of the date of conclusion of the contract, provided nothing 
to the contrary is specified in the invitation to import or authorization 
to purchase. Thus the normal validity of German import licences 
is virtually extended to five months 


Kgyptian System of Import 
Entitlement Accounts 


HE Egyptian Government introduced on February 28 a system of 

Import Entitlement Accounts governing the import of sterling 
or dollar goods on a restricted list mainly comprising the more 
essential commodities. 

Under this system the exporter of Egyptian produce or manu- 
factures will receive an entitlement of 100 per cent. of the sterling or 
dollars so earned in respect of cotton yarn and cloth or 75 per cent. in 
respect of other exports including raw cotton. Certain exports, 
however, do not qualify for these entitlements. ‘The exporter may 
then either use the entitlement himself or it may be purchased through 
the authorized banks by any intending importer of sterling or dollar 
goods which appear on the list. 

From this new arrangement some increase in the flow of United 
Kingdom goods to this market may be expected, but as Egyptian 
produce and manufactures are being sold at a discount to stimulate 
demand, it follows that the purchaser of an entitlement will be charged 
a premium and will have to recoup himself.

NOTICE No. 643, issued by the Irish Republic Revenue Com- 
missioners announces that the Government have made an Order 
entitled Emergency Powers (Nos. 192 and 320) Orders (Termination 
of Suspension of Customs Duty on Motor Car Tyres) Order, 1953, 
which terminates as from March 27, 1953, the suspension of the 
Customs Duty mentioned at Tariff Ref. No. 154 :— 

(1) in so far as the duty applies to tyres (including, in the case of 
pneumatic tyres, inner tubes as well as outer covers) whether 
imported separately or otherwise, and 

(2) in so far as the duty is chargeable by reference to any process 
consisting of the fitting or repair of a tyre, cover or tube. 

Accordingly, motor car duty again becomes chargeable in respect 

of articles affected which are imported on or after March 27, 1953, 
at the rate of 334 per cent. ad valorem.
